Claims 1-5 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a therapeutic vibration 
apparatus having a fixed weight eccentrically mounted a drive shaft, a rotatable weight eccentrically mounted to the drive shaft and 
fixed weight including a stop protruding outwardly form the fixed weight adjacent to the drive shaft.
